RE: WILLIAM POTTER GALE 


A source, who has furnished reliable Information 
In the past, made available on June 22, 1963, a tape 
recorded speech recently made by WILLIAM P. GALE of Los 
Angeles, California. His speech is quoted as follows: 

"Thank you, and good evening ladies and 
gentlemen. I don't have too much to report, but what 
I have I'm going to say as a clergyman and also as a 
military officer of the United States, because the 
Constitution of the United Statea is being violated, 
and I'm under oath to uphold; defend and preserve that constitution 
against all enemies whomsoever,both foreign or domestic, and that 
is ez actly what I'm going to do, and there are a lot of other 
military men who are going to do the same thing. But, you 
probably read a book, some of you, that ah, they are going to 
probably propagandize with a picture as fast as possible which 
is a factious story about some military take-over of the United 
States....ah, this is to destroy the reputation, the faith of 
the people in the military, and this book, I've forgotten the 
name of it at the moment, I think it is the 'Seventh Day in May' 
or something like that. Now they are going to try and 
propagandize you with that. Now there is not going to be a 
military coup in this country. But I can report to you and 
I'll give you some background because it is important to come 
up to this Alabama situation. We have the Arkansas situation 
where Mr. EISENHOWER committed a felony by using Federal 
Troops as a police force in a State. This is a felony. Section 
1383 of Title 18 of the United States Code says whoever uses 
the Army or the Air Force as a posse comitatus, which means a 
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WILLIAM POTTER GALE 


police force or otherwise to execute, the laws, shall be 
fined ten thousand dollars, or imprisoned, three years, or 
both. The felony. 

"Now, Mississippi incident another felony was 
committed by another President. The Armed Forces of the 
United States were again used as a police force in a State, 
without the request of the Governor or the legislature of 
the State as provided in Article 4, Section 4 of the Constitution. 
This is a violation of an oath of office. It's a felony. Now, 
in Mississippi, as well as in Arkansas, and now in Alabama, 
these felonies have been committed again . the second time by 
a President of the United States, by the same President. Now, 
what does this mean? You get in the newspapers and on your 
newscasts on the radio and television that Mr. KENNEDY 
used Section 333 of Title 10 of United States Code which 
says he can use the military forces but that law is irrelevant 
it's void and it's not valid in this instance,that statute 
isn't, because it provides for a certain condition to enforce 
certain laws and there were no laws being enforced. A law 
is an act of the legislature. There was no act of any 
legislature being forced in Alabama, or in Mississippi, or 
in Arkansas. These, ah, the President 6ays, that these, and 
the newspapers tell you, that the laws he's enforcing are 
the orders of courts. In other words, they are trying to 
tell you that an order of a court is a law. The courts have 
been given no power under the constitution to make any law. 

The judiciary is given the power to rule on a case at law, 
and that ruling is the law for the case and nothing more. It 
does not constitute the law of the land. And any congress¬ 
man or member of the legislature who goes along with this, is 
talking himself out of a job, because if we submit that courts 
and judges can make laws we don't need those congressmen ., back 
there anymore, so lets bring them home. Not pay them anymore. 
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WILLIAM POTTER GALE 


"Now, this has some background, because during 
the Mississippi conditions certain patriots vent to.. 
Mississippi. General WALKER went to Mississippi. He was 
kidnapped. He wasn't arrested, he w&6 kidnapped. There 
was no order o£ any court for his arrest, no grand jury 
indictment. There was no order of any court to commit him 
to any institution and there was no extradition order signed 
by the Governor of Mississippi, to remove him from the State. * 
All of these were done, unlawfully and in criminal contempt 
of the law. So, again, after that Incident the FBI were 
investigating. They investigated me, they asked me whether 
I was in Mississippi, I said certainly. Was I there to 
oppose the Armed Forces of the United States, and was I 
armed to the teeth. I said I had my Bible, which is the 
word of God, therefore, I was armed to the teeth, (applause) 
They said was I armed otherwise. I said absolutely. Well, 
they said, ah, wete concerned with people who would be 
armed to oppose the Armed Forces. I said I don't oppose 
the Armed Forces particularly, but I would oppose anybody 
with my arms who tries to kidnap me, and I want you to 
remember that. Anytime you try to kidnap me or any of 
my associates under any of these conditions in the future, 
we will kill you. (applause) And for the purposes of the 
tape audiences as well as youself here tonight, you know 
PATRICK HENRY once said 'give me liberty or give me death'. 
Well, I have a great Navy Admiral, who is a friend of mine 
and he's very outspoken and I'll say it exactly the way 
he says it. He says 'the hell with give me liberty or give 
me death, give me liberty or we'll give you death'. 

(applause) So, the second time I was visited before this 
Alabama situation, not this time by the FBI, but by the 
Secret Service. They must have been worried because they 
are supposed to protect the President, and I understood he 
was coming out this way. But they werorft so worried about 
me, apparently they were worried about a man by the name of 
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WILLIAM POTTER GALE 


•'Dr. SWIFT. Now there were a lot of lies being told to 
the FBI about myself, and Dr. SWIFT and all of us in this 
antl < -Communist fight. These lies have been planted 1 by the 
Jews. They have been trying to set a pattern that we 
would assassinate the President, so they might possibly do 
it, and everybody would come to blame us. We are wise to 
their tricks. So I asked these Secret Service men some 
questions, and I Invited them to come to these meetings* 
and I hope they do. (applause) 

"What we say, we say openly. We have no secrets. 
What I'm saying tonight, I'm saying openly. And, instead 
of the propaganda that is going to be put out by this so 
called picture, trying to make it appear as though there 
might be a military coup, we want you and all of the tape 
audience of America to know tonight that there are a few 
military officers associated with me and we are going to 
Washington, D. C., and we are gafag to warn these people 
who are doing all these things that we hear in the barber 
shops all over the country that if they don't stop it, 
they are going to get killed, (applause) We're just 
worried about them. We're Informing them, protect them 
if possible. Because if they don't stop it, these conditions 
are getting so bad, that men might, like Senator CAGLE 
just might not be around for election next year, (applause) 

So my comment to these Secret Service men, and it will be 
this all the time when they ask me where I stand in 
relation to this Federal Government, my answer is this; 

I support the Federal Government of the United States, 
that is a constitution republic, upholding the constitution 
of the United States, but if that Federal Government you're 
talking about for me to support is a Communist Government, 
I'll fight it to the death, (applause) And they asked me 
if I thought it was going Communist, and I said it has 
already gone, (applause) 
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WILLIAM POTTER GALE 


"Now we come to Alabama. Again this 
violation of the constitution. The Constitution of: 
the United States gives Congress the power to bring 
the militia of several states into the service of the 
United States. The Constitution of the United States 
does not give the executive branch such power. No 
President has any power to order the .Military Forces 
of a State into Federal service. It is a violation of 
the constitution. Therefore, there again is a felony 
and a violation of an oath of office. Every Governor 
in this State, Including the Governor of Alabama has 
the power to declare law. jand he is the only 

one who has power to declare law. He is the 

only military officer involved. The President of the 
United States is a civilian. He has been given a title 
if you read the records of the Continental Congress you 
find this very clear. The President has been given a 
title as Commander and Chief of the Army and the Navy, 
and it is a title and not a rank. The title has no 
military authority, no more than the Kentucky Colonels, 
unless, and until Congress declares war, the purpose of 
that title is to maintain civilian control over the 
military, he is not a military officer, he is a civilian 
and he has no military power unless, and until Congress 
declares war* 

"Every Governor was a military officer ofhis 
State, he was the comander of a States Militia before 
we ever had a union known as the United States of America 
and before we ever had a President of the United States. 

That Governor still retains that military power and can 
employ it, and is the only one who has the power to declare 
law in his State. Therefore ; I was urging Governor 
WALLACE of Alabama, to declare law the moment that 

Jew^ KATZENBACH came in front of him and said 'I now declare 
law, you and these niggers are under arrest, take 
them to jail, (applause) This he could have done, lawfully 
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WILLIAM POTTER GALE 


"and with full power, but Governor WALLAQE didn't want to 
do that. Now I'm repeating some of this because Governor 
WALLACE is now on our tape program. He is receiving these 
tapes. And if the enemy doesn't like it he can lump it, 
because he will receive information in these tapes. Now 
he had a telegram from a judge that said if he vent up there 
to stop those Negroes from going to school that he would 
receive many years in Jail. This was a threat that was sent 
to him the night before he left. They were threatening him 
with jail terms if he violated the court order. . He violated 
it. He told me why, and why he didn't declare law. 

He said 'I want to prove to the American people that there 
is a military dictatorship in Washington, D. C. now', and I 
believe he proved it. (applause) Of course he didn't have 
to prove it to a lot of us we already knew it. But, there 
were a lot who did not know it. Oh, there is another thing 
I want to go cut over this tape audience all over the country 
and for you tc think about too. This Jew KATZENBACH, stood 
in front of him and said that these Negroes had the right to 
go to school. This is another lie. There is nothing in the 
Constitution of the United States that give anybody, white, 
black, yellow, green, purple or regardless of what color 
they are any right to an education. The education you 
receive is a privilege, it is granted by the State and the 
local community. It is not a constitutional right, and again 
there is no such a thing as a civil right. It's a phrase 
claimed by the Communists again and has been put in your 
newspapers, you've been constantly told of it these civil 
rights. There are no civil rights mentioned in the 
Constitution of the United States. These are' Constitutional 
Rights, no such a thing as civil rights. So, lets get some 
of these terms straight. I can tell you from contact, that 
Southerners are waking up and the Southerners now know that 
the Jew is behind Communism, (applause) In fact they are not 
going to take very much of this Jew inspired Communism any 
longer. And, there may be a possibility that these egg-heads 
have the nerve to attempt to arrest Governor WALLACE for his 
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"so called violation of a court order which he

Now I heard some 
good stories, I always learn something when I go to the 
South. I learned to say one thing 'come along''come along', 

I can't get it quite right. But, I also learned there was 
a Negro who went out and robbed a bank in the daytime, and 
when they cacrght him they said why do you commit your 
robberies in the daytime, he had committed several. He said 
'you don't think I'm going out in that nigger area during 
the night, I'll get robbed'. These are the conditions there. 
Governor WALLACE knows the score. He can declare Marshal law 
at any time and he knows it, he may if he has to. He says 
they'll disregard it and they'll go to court and everything. 

I told him don't worry about that, because when you declare 
Marshal law, there are no more courts, you are the law, and 
if a judge issues an order against you, I said have them 
arrested and issue an order for his court-martial, (applause) 

So he said I've lost my National Guard, they Federalized it. 

I said they did that unlawfully they had no power to do it, 
you issue an order to all your National Guard officers that 
they are under your command, they are not Federalized, they 
will receive no orders from Washington, D. C., from the 
Defense Department or from anyone bit: you as the Commander and 
Chief of this National Guard. He said well maybe they won't 
obey me. I said well I'm an Army officer and I'll volunteer 
to go give them these instructions and I'll guarantee they'll 
do it. (applause) And I want those in the South and those 
here who might have a future example^: a future experience to 
know, that when a Governor declares law there is no 

more civil law, no more courts, unless he establishes a military 
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"court and he can arrest anyone, whether It be United 
States Army, whether it be a Federal Judge, whether it 
be Mr. KATZENBACH, BOBBY KENNEDY, or anyone else that 
comes into his State to violate the law. (applause) 

The law for the State of Alabama is the law which was 
enacted by the legislature of Alabama. It is not the 
opinion of any court. And they might as well learn it. 

We are hoping they do try to arrest the Governor of 
Alabama, and I put this call out now to all hard core 
patriots of America, get ready now, because if they do, 
we are going to go, move. Move from everywhere, (applause) 
And the Governor has also said that if they arrest him he 
is going to put out a call for a quarter of a million 
people to come to fight for him and to help him. His 
mail was heavy. He showed me a whole room full of mail, 
and a terrific amount was from California. And we want 
some more to go to let Governor WALLACE know that we support 
him in his stand, (applause) 

"This is not political, this is a question, is 
the Constitution of the United States still the Constitution 
apparently not. They have given and JESUS said by their 
work He shall know them, they have given us a clear 
concise example and a promise, they have done it, they have 
violated the Constitution and they look like they are going 
to continue to do it. So, I can assure you that besides 
these ether actions to defend the Governor of a State who 
will uphold the Coinstitution, there will be some activity 
directed towards Washington, D. C., to warn these people 
what might happen to them, because we're hearing all over, 
and this warning will be given by an Admiral t>f the United 
States Navy, a General of the United States Marine Corps,

But, you probably read a book, some of you, 
that ah, they are going to probably propagandize with 
a picture as fast as possible which is a facetious 
story about some military take-over of the United 
States....ah, this is to destroy the reputation, the 
faith of the people in the military, and this book, 
I've forgotten the name of it at the moment, I think 
it is the 'Seventh Day in May' or something like that. 
Now they are going to try and propagandize you with 
that. Now there is not going to be a military coup 
in this country. But I can report to you and I'll 
give you some background because it is important 
to come up to this Alabama situation. We have the 
Arkansas situation where Mr. EISENHOWER committed a 
felony by using Federal Troops as a police force In 
a State. This is a felony. Section 1385 of Title 
18 of the United States Code says whoever uses the 
Army or the Air Force as a posse comitatus, which 
means a police force or otherwise to execute the 
laws, shall be fined ten thousand dollars, or 
imprisoned three years, or both. The felony. 

"Now, Mississippi Incident another felony was 
committed by another President. The Armed Forces 
of the United States were again used as a police 
force in a State, without the request of the 
Governor or the legislature of the State as provided 
in Article 4, Section 4 of the Constitution. This 
Is a violation of an oath of office. It's a felony. 
Now, in Mississippi, as well as in Arkansas, and 
now in Alabama, these felonies have been committed 
again, the second time by a President of the United 
States, by the same President. Now, what does this 
mean? You get In the newspapers and on your 
newscasts on the radio and television that Mr. 

KENNEDY used Section 333 of Title 10 of the United 
States Code which says he can use the military forces 
but that law is irrelevant it's void and it's not 
valid in this instance, that statute isn't, because 
it provides for a certain condition to enforce certain 
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laws and there were no laws being enforced. A law 
is an act of the legislature. There was no act of 
any legislature being forced in Alabama, or in 
Mississippi, or in Arkansas. These, ah, the President 
says, that these, and the newspapers tell you, that 
the laws he's enforcing are the orders of courts. In 
other words, they are trying to tell you that an order 
of a court i3 a law. The courts have been given no 
power under the constitution to make any law. The 
Judiciary is given the power to rule on a case at 
law, and that ruling is the law for the case and 
nothing more, it does not constitute the law of the 
land. And any congressman or member of the legislature 
who goes along with this, is talking himself out of 
a Job, because if we submit that courts and Judges can 
make laws we don't need those congressmen back there 
anymore, so lets bring them home. Not pay them 
anymore. 

"Now, this has some background, because during 
the Mississippi conditions certain pariots went to 
Mississippi. General WALKER went to Mississippi. He 
was kidnapped. He wasn't arrested, he was kidnapped. 
There was no order of any court for his arrest, no 
grand Jury indictment. There was no order of any 
court to comi.iit him to any institution and there was 
no extradition order signed by ths Governor of 
Mississippi, to remove him from the State. All of 
these were done, unlawfully and In criminal contempt 
of the law. So, again, after that incident the FBI 
were investigating. They Investigated me, they asked 
me whether I was in Mississippi, I said certainly. 

Was I there bo oppose the Armed Forces of the United 
States, and was I armed to the teeth. I said I had 
my Bible, which is the word of God, therefore, I was 
armed to the teeth, (applause) They said was I armed 
otherwise. I said absolutely. Well, they said, ah, 
we're concerned with people who would be armed to 
oppose the Armed Forces. I said I don't oppose the 
Armed Forces particularly, but I would oppose anybody 
with my arms who tries to kidnap me, and I want you 
to remember that. Anytime you try to kidnap me or 
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any of my associates under any of these conditions in. 
the future, we will kill you. (applause) And for the 
purposes of the tape audiences as well as yourself here 
tonight, you know PATOICK HENRY once said 'give me 
liberty or give me death.' Well, I have a great 
Navy Admiral, who is a friend of mine and he's very 
outspoken and I'll say it exactly the way he says it. 

He says 'the hell with give me liberty or give me 
death.' (applause) So, the second time I was visited 
before this Alabama situation, not this time by the 
FBI, but by the Secret Service. They must have been 
worried because they are supposed to protect the 
President, and I understood he was coming out this 
way. But they weren't so worried about me, apparently 
they were worried about a man by the name of Dr. 

SWIFT. Now there were a lot of lies being told to 
the FBI about myself, and Dr. SWIFT and all of us in 
this anti-Communist fight. These lies have been 
planted by the Jews. They have been trying to set a 
pattern that we would assassinate the President, so 
they might possibly do it, and everybody would come to 
blame us. We are wise to their tricks. So I asked 
these Secret Service men some questions, and I 
invited them to come to these meetings, and I hope 
they do. (applause) 

"What we say, we say openly. We have no 
secrets. What I'm saying tonight, I'm saying openly. 
And, instead of the propaganda that is going to be 
put out by this so called picture, trying to make 
it appear as though there might be a military coup, 
we want you and all of the tape audience of 
America to know tonight that there are a few military 
officers associated with me and we are going to 
Washington, D. C., and we are going to warn these 
people who are doing all these things that we hear 
in the barber shops all over the country that If they 
don't stop it, they are going to get killed. 

(applause) We're just worried about them. We're 
informing them, protect them if possible. Because 
if they don't stop it, these conditions are getting 
so bad, that men might, like Senator CAGLE Just might 
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not be around for election next year, (applause) 

So my comment to these Secret Service men, and it 
will be this all the time when they ask me where 
I stand in relation to this Federal Government, my 
answer is this: I support the Federal Government 
of the United States, that is a constitution 
republic, upholding the constitution of the United 
States, but if that Federal Government you’re 
talking about for me to support is a Communist 
Government, I’ll fight it to the death, (applause) 
And they asked me if I thought it was going 
Communist, and I said it has already gone, (applause) 

"Now we come to Alabama. Again this 
violation of the constitution. The Constitution 
of the United States gives Congress the power to 
bring the militia of several states into the service 
of the United States. The Constitution of the United 
States does not give the executive branch such power. 
No President has any power to order the Military 
Forces of a State into Federal service. It is a 
violation of the Constitution. Therefore, there 
again is a felony and a violation of an oath of 
office. Every Governor in this State, including 
the Governor of Alabama has the power to declare 
Marshal law, and he is the only one who has power 
to declare Marshal law. He is the only military 
officer involved. The President of the United 
States is a civilian. He has been given a title 
if you read the records of the Continental Congress 
you find this very clear. The President has been 
given a title as Commander and Chief of the Army 
and the Navy, and it is a title and not a rank. 

The title has no military authority, no more than 
the Kentucky Colonels, unless Congress declares war, 
the purpose of that title is to maintain civilian 
control over the military, he is not a military 
officer, he la a civilian and he has no military 
power unless, and until Congress declares war. 
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"Every Governor was a military officer of his. 
State, he was the commander of a State eh Militia before 
we ever had a union known as the United States of 
America and before we ever had a President of the 
United States. That Governor still retains that 
military power' and can employ it, and is the only 
one who has the power to declare Marshal law in his 
State. Therefore I was urging Governor WALLACE of 
Alabama, to declare Marshal law the moment that Jew 
KATZENBACH came in front of him and said, *1 now 
declare Marshal law, you and these Niggers are under 
arrest, take them to Jail.* (applause) This he could 
have done, lawfully and with full power, but 
Governor WALLACE didn't want to do that. Now I'm 
repeating some of this because Governor WALLACE is 
now on our tape program. He is receiving these 
tapes. And if the enemy doesn't like it he can lump it, 
because he will receive information in these tapes. 

Now he had a telegram from a Judge that said if he 
went up there to stop those Negroes from going to 
school that he would receive many years in jail. This 
was a threat that was sent to him the night before he 
left. They were threatening him with jail terras if 
he violated the court order. He violated it. He 
told me why, and why he didn't declare Marshal law. 

He said, *1 want to prove to the American people 
that there is a military dictatorship in Washington, 

D. C. now,' and I believe he proved it. (applause) 

Of course he didn't have to prove it to a lot of us 
we already knew it. But, there were a lot who did 
know it. Oh, there is another thing I want to go 
out over this tape audience all over the country, 
and for you to think about too. This Jew KATZENBACH, 
Btood in front of him and said that these Negroes had 
the right to go to school. This is another lie. 

There is nothing in the Constitution of the United 
States that gives anybody, white, black, yellow, 
green, purple or regardless of what color they are 
any right to an education. The education you 
reoeive is a privilege, it is granted by the state 
and the local community. It is not a constitutional 
right, and again there is no such a thing as a civil 
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right. It'8 a phrase claimed by the Communists again 
and has been put In your newspapers, you've been- 
constantly told of It these civil rights. There are 
no oivil rights mentioned in the Constitution of the 
United States. There are Constitutional Rights, no 
such a thing as civil rights. So, lets get some of 
these terms straight. I can tell you from contact, 
that Southerners are waking up and the Southerners now 
know that the Jew is behind Communism, (applause) 

In fact they are not going to take very much of this 
Jew inspired Communism any longer. And, there may be 
a possibility that these egg-heads have the nerve to 
attempt to arrest Governor WALLACE for his so called 
violation of a court order which he tested and had the 
right to test, and if they do, and I don't care who is 
listening to this, I will call now for hard core 
all over the United States of America to get ready and 
we will go there to defend Governor WALLACE and don't 
try to stop vis, cause we'll shoot our way through if 
we have to. (applause) 

"We will not be kidnapped. Now I heard some 
good stories, I always learn something when I go to 
the South. I learned to say one thing 'come along' 
'come along,' I can't get It quite right. But, I 
also learned there was a Negro who went out and 
robbed a bank in the daytime, and when they caught 
him they said why do you commit your robberies In the 
daytime, he had committed several. He said 'you 
don't think I'm going out in that nigger area during 
the night. I'll get robbed,' These are the conditions 
there. Governor WALLACE knows the score. He can 
declare Marshal law at any time and he knows it, he 
may if he has to. He says they'll disregard it and 
they'll go to court and everything. I told him don't 
worry about that, because when you declare Marshal 
law, there are no more courts, you are the law, and 
if a Judge issues an order against you, I said have 
them arrested and issue an order for his courts 
martial, (applause) So he said I've lost my National 
Guard, they Federalized it. I said they did that 
unlawfully they had no power to do it, you issue an 
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order to all your National Guard officers that they 
aro under your command, they are not Federalized,- they 
will receive no orders from Washington, D. C., from 
the Defense Department or from anyone but you as the 
Commander and Chief of this National Guard. He said 
well maybe they won't obey me. I said well I'm an 
Army officer and 1*11 volunteer to go give them these 
instructions and 1*11 guarantee they'll do it. 

(applause) And I want those in the South and those 
here who might have a future example or a future 
experience to know, that when a Governor declares 
Marshal law there is no more civil law, no more courts, 
unless he establishes a military court and he can arrest 
anyone, whether it be United States Army, whether it 
be a Federal Judge, whether it be Mr. KATZENBACH, 

BCOBBY KENNEDY, or anyone else that comes into his 
State to violate the law. (applause) The law for the 
State of Alabama is the law which was enacted by the 
legislature of Alabama. It is not the opinion of any 
court. And they might as well learn it. We are 
hoping they do try to arrest the Governor of Alabama, 
and I put this call out now to all hard core patriots 
of America, get ready now, because if they do, we are 
going to go, move. Move from everywhere, (applause) 

And the Governor has also said that if they arrest 
him he is going to put out a call for a quarter of a 
million people to come to fight for him and to help 
him. His mail was heavy. He showed me a whole room 
full of mail, and a terrific amount was from California. 
And we want some more to go to let Governor WALLACE 
know that we support him in his stand, (applause) 

"This is not political, this is a question, 
is the Constitution of the United States still the 
Constitution apparently not. They have given and 
JESUS said by their work He shall know them, they 
have given us a clear concise example and a promise, 
they have done it, they have violated the 
Constitution and they look like they are going to 
continue to do it. So, I can assure you that besides 
these other actions to defend the Governor of a State 
who will uphold the Constitution, there will be some 
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activity directed towards Washington,^D. C., to warn 
these people what might happen to them, because we're 
hearing all over, and this warning will be given by 
an Admiral of the United States Navy, a General of 
the United States Marine Corps, a General of the United 
States Air Force, and Colonel of the United States 
Army, and it will be given to those people in 
Washington, D. C., straight from the shoulder, 
(applause) 

"Keep up the support of this tape program 
it's terrific, it's waking them up all over America. 
You'd be surprised how many people came to where I 
was in Alabama, they were Dr. SWIFT's tape groups 
from all over the South, and it's waking them up to 
thus saith the Lord and that has been the big 
problem all over the country, the problem has been, 
the pulpits, the preachers, have not been preaching 
not thus saith the ‘Lord, they have been preaching 
integration social gospel, they don't know their 
scriptures, they are telling the people that CHRIST 
was a Jew aid the Jews are GOD's chosen people. When 
I quote John:8 'JESUS called the Jews the children 
of the devil' if he were a Jew, he would be one of the 
devil's children then, and they scratch their heads 
and can't figure it out. So you see this is the 
truth, the truth is going out on Dr. SWIFT on the 
scriptures, the theological truth, that is what's 
strenghtening America. So lets support it, get it 
out, and If I haven't covered some things that 
happened In Alabama, you know that the general 
program of the Governor was not to do what I wanted 
to do, cause for me the third timesa charm and that 
was the first time. But for him, he had another Job 
and he did it. I think he accomplished it. That 
was to stand in the door to show you that the 
Constitution of the United States has been destroyed 
from Washington, D, C. and that a military dictator¬ 
ship does exist. It does, it's there, don't kid 
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yourself. So as Dr. SWIFT says, get yourself equipped 
to fight (not audible) and I can assure you that-we are 
going to right it, cause JESUS said to PILATE in that 
day, mine will fight for me, so let those are enemy 
and getting reports from this audience and this 
microphone know we are going to fight and we will, 
(applause)" 
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Source noted that two of these publications bore the name 
Christian Nationalist Crusade (See appendix), Post Office Box 
27895* Los Angeles 27* California. Another bore the name 
"Common Sense," Union, New Jersey, and the other, a pamphlet, 
bore the caption "Know your Enemy" by ROBERT H. WILLIAMS. The 
pamphlet shows that it was copyrighted in 1950 by ROBERT H. 
WILLIAMS, Box 868, Santa Ana, California. WILLIAMS Is 
described as a native of West Texas, a lecturer and news 
analyst, recognized as an authority on subversive movements, 
and allegedly is a contributor to Encyclopedia Britannica's 
"Ten Eventful Years," and an author of several booklets on 
Communism and Zionism and a publisher of the monthly news¬ 
letter, "Williams 1 Intelligence Summary." There was a note 
on this pamphlet to order copies from Christian Educational 
Association, 53° Chestnut street. Union, New Jersey, the same Ll 
address given for "Common Sense," referred to above.

CHRISTIAN NATIONALIST CRUSADE 

A source advised on August 12, 1959 that the 
Christian Nationalist Crusade (CNC) was organized in ; St. 

Louis, Missouri, in 19^7, and moved Its headquarters to 
Glendale, California, in 1953, where It continues to be 
located; that from the parent CNC, subsidiary organizations, 
including the Christian Nationalist Party (of America), have 
developed; that these organizations all reflect In their 
literature the imprint of their chief organizer and director 
GERALD L.K. SMITH, whose basic argument has been that this 
nation, traditionally Christian, and racially segregated, is 
threatened by anti-Christian and racially "mongrelizing" 
forces such as communism and internationalism, all dominantly 
motivated by international Jewry which controls this country 
financially and politically; and that these organizations are 
pot membership organizations, but represent followers who 
contribute to them or subscribe to their literature. 

Although GERALD L.K. SMITH and his associates are not known 
to have appealed to illegal action, the tenor of their 
statements and program is anti-Semitic, as Indirectly 
Indicated by the slogan of the Christian Nationalist Party, 
announced in 1950* which was "One Faith - One Race - One 
Nation".

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APPENDIX 
NATION OF ISLA M 

In January, 1957* a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
had described his organization on a nationwide baBis as the 
"Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam". 

On May 2, 1962, a second source advised: ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI). 
Muhammad'8 Temple of Islam Number 2, 5335 South Greenwood 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of 
the NOI. In mid-i 960 , MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, 
when referring to MUHAMMAD'S organization on a nationwide 
basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or "Temple" when 
mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam". 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930, in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an Independent black nation 
in the United States. Members following MUHAMMAD'S teaching 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no 
such thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves 
of the white race, referred to as "white devils", in the 
United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon". 


In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5 , 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government; however, he did 
not indicate any fundamental changes In the teachings of his 
organization. 

On May 2, 1962, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
early in July, 1958, decided to de-emphaslze the religious 
aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic 
benefits to be derived by those Negroes who joined the NOI. 
This policy change, according to MUHAMMAD, would help him 
acquire additional followers and create more interest in his 
programs. 
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NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP) 

On November 26, 1957# a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article 
in the November 26, 1957 issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the 
recent formation of a new political party to be known as the 
United White Party." According to the article, the party 
was formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, 
at which many klansmen were represented. The UWP was reported 
as being opposed to all "race mixing organizations and indi¬ 
viduals, "

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The July, 1958 issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party," reported that rank and file 
"States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party," with national offices 
at Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites. 

Issue Number 19# dated June, I960, "The Thunderbolt, 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had 
been changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 
783# Birmingham, Alabama. 

On June 17, I960, a source advised that Edward R. 
Fields, the Information Director of the NSRP, is the indi¬ 
vidual who "runs the NSRP." 

"The Thunderbolt" continues to publish articles 
attacking Negroes and persons of the Jewish faith. 
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UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INCORPORATED 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UNITED KLANS) 


Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 

Georgia, reflect that this Klan organization was granted a 
corporate charter on February 21, 1961 , at Atlanta, 

Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27 , 19^1, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. 

Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klans, Inc. According to the 
gource, the split resulted from a leadership dispute and 
United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the parent 
group. These are the promotion of Americanism, white 
supremacy and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961 , that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established head¬ 
quarters in Suite 401, The Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. The organization Is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the South 
with units in several southern states. 

Second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 
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VOLUNTEERS FOR ALABAMA AND WALLACE, 
Also known as Alabama Militia Volunteers 


This organization was organized by former North 
Alabama Klan leader ASA EARL CARTER, who claimed to have 
connections high in the administration of Alabama Governor 
GEORGE WALLACE at the time he was organizing this group. 

The organization was called "VOLUNTEERS FOR ALABAMA AND 
WALLACE" (VAW) in a public ceremony on February 9, 1963, by 
the spokesman who on that occasion at the Alabama state 
Capitol Building read a petition to Governor WALLACE. 

(Source 1) At a meeting of the VAW in April, 1963, the 
commander of the organization, retired U. S. Navy Admiral 
JOHN Q. CROMMELIN, passed out bumper stickers to be attached 
to the bumpers of automobiles of the members. The reading 
on the bumper stickers is "Alabama Militia Volunteers" and 
the sticker also has a picture of a flag resembling the flag 
of the State of Alabama. (Source 2) The main organization 
of VAW is in the vicinity of Montgomery, Alabama. In that 
vicinity, where meetings are held weekly on Tuesday nights 
at Prattville, Alabama, it has been observed that the person¬ 
nel of VAW is largely composed of members and/or officers of 
United Klans of America Incorporated, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan (UKA). (Sources 2, 3, and 4) The stated aim and purpose 
of the organization is to "back up Governor GEORGE WALLACE in 
his determined stand to prevent de-segregation of public 
schools in Alabama," and to otherwise maintain segregation 
of the races in Alabama. The methods advocated at meetings 
for accomplishing this have included only lawful and peaceful 
procedures, including picketing and peaceful demonstrations. 
(Sources 1, 2, 3, and 4) 

Source 5 has identified ASA CARTER as a former 
leader and source 6 has identified ASA EARL CARTER as the 
original organizer of a Klan organization at Chalkville, 
Alabama, which received great public notoriety in 1957 when 
six members of that group sexually mutilated a Negro man, 
JUDGE AARON, in Springdale, near Birmingham, Alabama. 
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Sources 1, 2, 3, and 4 have advised that retired 
U. S, Navy Admiral JOHN G. CROMMELIN, residing at Montgomery, 
Alabama, and Wetumpka, Alabama, and a frequent candidate for 
public office, recently a candidate for Mayor of Montgomery, 
Alabama, is widely and publicly known in that area for a 
consistent and intense hatred of Jews. In his public 
speeches he consistently claimed that Communism is Jewish 
and that there exists a conspiracy between Communists and 
Jews to control the world and to enslave non-Jewish persons. 

Characterization of UKA is attached. 

Sources 1, 2, and 4 have furnished information that 
leaders of VAW hope to enlarge the organization and organize 
it to the extent that it will be officially made the State 
Militia of the State of Alabama.

A source who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, on July 24, 1963 , furnished a written report dated 
July 17, 1963, the pertinent portions of which are quoted below; ' 

"Wesley Swift heldhLs June 14th meeting at the 
Bollywood Women's Club with approximately 125 persons attending, 
mostly well-dressed. Swift had Col. Gale as a guest. 

"Swift said that the time is now at hand when the 
•white Christian Americans' must act to defend their freedom as 
the 'majority' and to defend their homes and families which are 
in mortal danger from Negroes, Jews and Communists. Swift also 
said that his church had to move from the downtown meeting place 
because the Negroes are taking over and everyone was afraid to 
come to the meetings because they were in constant danger of 
physical attack. 

"He further stated that it is God's will that the 
Negro and the anti-Christ be segregated and contained and even 
destroyed if necessary by Ood's chosen people; for they, the 
non-pure, are of the devil and are bent on destroying the lives 
and properties of the pure-whites. We must defend ourselves 
against this evil even if we have to take up arms and make their 
blood run in the streets I 


"Swift said that Gov. Brown, Att. Gen. Stanley Mosk, 
and Senator 'Kikel' should be removed from office next year and- 
who knows - someone might even remove them physically. 
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"He told the audience that the Calif. State UnAmerican 
Activities Committee incorporated an article in their 1963 
report that he. Swift, was at a NSRP meeting at the Embassy 
Auditorium on Feb. 8th but that this was a lie - he was in 
Hollywood holding his regular service. He said that this and 
their blasting the right-wing organizations proves they are 
taking orders from the 'commies' and that times have changed 
since Tenny! 

"He went on to say that peace will follow after the 
destruction of the. enemy. 

"Col. Gale was then introduced by Swift as 'Just 
coming home from the war.' He applauded Gov. Wallace's action ■ 
at the University and said that Gov. Wallace did not take dale's 
advice and declare marlal law in Alabama and throw the Federal 
Judges into Jail and take over the State Guard. He said that 
he along with several others, a Navy Admiral, an Army General, 
a Marine Corps General and Air Force Colonel, will soon be 
calling on the Administration In Washington, D.C. and warn the 
government that unless it brings the Constitution back to the 
country, this group of military leaders will take the necessary 
military action. First we'll warn the_, he said, then we'll act. 

"He, Gale, is prepared to go to the aid of Gov. Wallace 
in the event that the Gov. is prosecuted for a Federal offense. 
Such a prosecution would be illegal on the grounds that the 
Constitution says that only the Governors of the states have 
the right to declare ma rlal law in their states. 

"Gale said the President's title of Commander in Chief 
is only a title - that he is only a civilian - except when 
Congress votes him military powers. 'What kind of aid would he 
give? 'Military!' 'Patrick Henry,• he said, 'asked for liberty 
or death. He, Gale, asks for liberty or a gun to kill the one 
who would want to take it away from him. 


"Both Gale and Swift told of the effectiveness of the 
tape recordings in creating a unified force of their constituent. 
Gale boasted that if Gov. Wallace is threatened further by the 
Fed. Gov't., he. Gale, could not only take over the Alabama State 
Guard and hand it over to the Governor, but he could muster an 
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outside army of millions of white Christians who are getting 
tired of what*8 going on/

"The audience applauded most vigorously at the 
suggestion that they might take up arms against other citizens 
in this country. When Swift spoke about killing Negroes* the 
applause was actually deafening for a minute or two. When 
Gale talked about an army in readiness with arms, he drew the 
loudest, longest applause of the evening."

On September 17* 1963* an article appeared in the

According to the source, GALE took this action 
within the past two weeks because the "AWAKE" movement 
was not a success, and GALE has decided to devote his 
time to a non-violent organization, the Christian Defense 
League (CDL), which has headquarters at 617 South Olive 
Street, Los Angeles, California. 

The source a.lso advised that the Christian Knights 
of the Invisible Empire (CKIE), with which GALE has been 
associated in the wkp, was also at the same time diBbanded 
by Dr. WESLEY ALBERT^WIFT, who will also devote his time to 
the GTXr.

This source advised that the objective 
of the CDL will be to act as a liaison with "patriotic 
groups" but never to participate in any action that 
would mark the CDL. 


In complying with the instructions of the 
Bureau, Section 122 of the Manual of Instructions 
has been reviewed and it is believed that the CDL 
does not fall within the category of a hate organization.

On or about 3/28/60, GALE was reported to have been ^ 
organizing the California Rangers to develop 20,000 fully armed 
and trained men who could be put into the streets of Los Angeles 
within six hours after an emergency. 

In 1963 , and 196 * 1 , GALE had been associating with a 
group in Lancaster, California, who in October, 1963, organized 
under the name of Christian Knights of the Invisible Empire (CKIE), 
with WESLEY ALBERT SWIFT as leader and GALE as one of the 
principal members. 

On II/IO/ 63 , Wilson’s TV Sales and Service, Lancaster, 
was burned by unknown individuals. GALE and members of his 
group were questioned concerning this burning. 

SWIFT and GALE disagreed over CKIE, which organization 
was abandoned by them and GALE formed an organization known as 
the Army of the White American Kingdom Evangelists (AWAKE).

GALE Is not shown as one of the original incorporates 
of the California Rangers. 

Since about i 960 , GALE has at various times tried 
to organize a group known as the California Rangers, which 
he contends would be in a position to take over and restore 
order In the event of an emergency, which he anticipates might 
arise due to difficulty between established law enforcement 
* agencies and Negroes and Jews who may oppose such authority.

Informant summarized subject’s activities in 
substance as follows: 


GALE, through the years, has been extremely 
active in disseminating anti-Negro and anti-Semitic 
information. He is a close associate of Dr. WESLEY SWIFT, 
Minister of the Church of Jesus Christ, Christian, in 
Lancaster. 


Note: An article in the "Los Angeles Times" dated

Several members of Dr. SWIFT’s congregation were 
recently interrogated by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
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Department in connection with an arson investigation. On

During the course of the conversation with 
ALE expounded quite freely on his beliefs 
especially that he was an ardent supporter of individual 
State’s Rights. GALE also stated during this conversation 
that he was the organizer of the California Rangers. 


Note: According to available information, GALE 
organized the California Rangers in i 960 
for the purpose of augmenting the civil 
defense agencies and local police functions 
in the event of a national emergency, military 
or civil catastrophe. 

1958 to present - GALE, along with WESLEY A. SWIPT 
and Attorney BERTRAND L, COMPARET, reportedly organized 
the Christian Defense League which would function for 
Christians as the Anti-Defamation League does for Jews.

In his book "This Time the World", copyrighted 
In 1961, George Lincoln Rockwell Identified himself as 
Commander, American Nazi Party of the World Union of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, 
Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963 issue of "The Richmond News 
Leader", a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported 
that George Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again 
applied for the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the 
State of Virginia, but this request was turned down by the 
Virginia State Corporation Commission. This action was 
taken pursuant to ai\ act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which 
prohibits the use of ’'Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia charter. Thii article further pointed out that 
Rockwell 1 s party is pre.ently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 19, 19^3, a source advised that the ANP- 
WUFENS was organized by Geoag* Lincoln Rockwell at his resi¬ 
dence in Arlington, Virginia oa February 26, 1959 as an 
international "National Socialist" movement based on the 
German Nazi Party headed by Atoll Hitler. He added that 
Rockwell is the dominant force ani personality in this party; 
that he is espousing a "line" cf hatred against the Jews 
and Negrosej and that he is seedng, through speeches, 
distribution of literature, and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party In the United States 
- ** arid in foreign countriec. 

On December 13* 1963, t\is source advised that in 
aboiit September, i 960 , the ANP initiated the Fighting American 
Nationalists (FAN) as a front grou) for the ANP although It 
• has never been a separate organization. The source said the 
FAN name Is merely used on occasion instead of the ANP name 
and there are no separate officials for FAN, the FAN officials 
being identical with the ANP officials. He stated that George

Lincoln Rockwell has informed him the FAN name was originally 
used as a device to attract supporters to his organization 
who might rebel at the use of the swastika and at being 
labeled as a Nazi. 

He added that the ANP has operated under the FAN 
name throughout the country with the exception of a group 
operating under the FAN name in Baltimore, Maryland. He Bald 
the FAN group in Baltimore is now, and always has been, a 
separate organization and not a part of the ANP. 

On October 3, 1963, RICHARD BERRY NORTON, the 
admitted former director of the FAN group in Baltimore, 
Maryland, advised that the Baltimore FAN, which was orga¬ 
nized in the spring of 1961, has no official connection with 
the ANP although until December, 1962, it received all its 
literature from George Lincoln Rockwell's ANP. 

According to the "Stormtrooper's Manual", an 
official publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle 
for power are fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves 
known to the masses"; second, "the dissemination of our 
program and the truth about the Party"; third,"organizing 
the people who have been converted to our propaganda" and 
fourth, "that attainment of power through the votes of the 
newly-won masses".

N ATION AL S TATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP) 


On November 2 6 , 1957 » a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article 
in November 26, 1957 issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the 
recent formation of a new political party to be known as the 
United White Party." According to the article, the party 
was formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, 
at which many klansmen were represented. The UWP was reported 
as being opposed to all "race mixing organizations and indi¬ 
viduals ." 


The July, 1958 issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described a3 the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party," reported that rank and file 
"States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party," with national offices 
at Post Office Box 26l, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of klan-type organizations and 
' notorious anti-Semites. 

Issue Number 19, dated June, I960, "The Thunderbolt," 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had 
been changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 
783, Birmingham, Alabama. 

On June 17, i 960 , a source advised that Edward R. 
Fields, the Information Director of the NSRP, is the indi¬ 
vidual who "runs the NSRP."

VOLUNTEERS FOR ALABAMA AND WALLACE, 

Also Known as Alabama Militia Volunteers 

This organization was org anized by former North 
A?,abama Klan leader ASA EARL CARTER, who claimed to have 
connections high in the administration of Alabama Governor 
GEORGE WALLACE at the time he was organizing this group. 

The organization was called 'Volunteers for Alabama and 
Wallace" (VAW) in a public ceremony on February 9, 1963, by 
the spokesman who on that occasion at the Alabama State 
Capitol Building read a petition to Governor WALLACE. 

(Source l) At a meeting of the VAW in April, 1963, the 
commander of the organization, retired U. S. Navy Admiral 
JOHN C« CROMMELIN, passed out bumper stickers to be 
attached to the bumpers of automobiles of the members. The 
reading on the bumper stickers is "Alabama Militia Volunteers" 
and the sticker also has a picture of a flag resembling the 
flag of the state of Alabama. (Source 2) The main organiza¬ 
tion of VAW is in the vicinity of Montgomery, Alabama. In 
that vicinity, where meetings are held weekly on Tuesday 
nights at Prattville, Alabama, it has been observed that the 
personnel of VAW Is largely composed of members and/or officers 
of United Elans of America Incorporated, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan (UKA). (Sources 2, 3, and 4) The stated aim and 
purpose of the organization is to "back up Governor GEORGE 
WALLACE in his determined stand to prevent de-segregation of 
public schools in Alabama," and to otherwise maintain segre¬ 
gation of the races in Alabama. The methods advocated at 
meetings for accomplishing this have included only lawful 
and peaceful procedures, including picketing and peaceful 
demonstrations', (Sources 1, 2, 3, and 4) 

, - Source 5 had identified ASA CARTER as a former 

ieader, and source 6 has Identified ASA EARL CARTER as the 
original organizer of a Klan organization at Chalkvllle, 
Alabama, which received great public notoriety in 1957 when 
six members of that group sexually mutilated a Negro man, 

JUDGE AARON In Springdale near Birmingham, Alabama. 
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Sources 1, 2, 3# and 4 have advised that retired 
U. S. Navy Admiral JOHN G. CROMMELIN, residing at Montgomery, 
Alabama, and Wetumpka, Alabama, and a frequent candidate for 
public office, recently a candidate for mayor of Montgomery, 
Alabama, Is widely and publicly known In that area for a 
consistent and Intense hatred of Jews. In his public speeches 
he consistently claimed that Communism is Jewish 
and that there exists a conspiracy between Communists and 
Jews to control the world and to enslave non-Jewlsh persons. 

Sources 1, 2, and 4 have furnished Information 
that leaders of VAN hope to enlarge the organization and 
organize it to the extent that it will be officially made 
the State Militia of the State of Alabama. 
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UNITED KLANS OP AMERICA, INC., 

KNIGHTS OP THE KU KLUX KLAN (UNITED KLANS) 

Records of Superior Court of Pulton County, 

Georgia, show that this Klan organization was granted 
a corporate charter on February 21 , 1961 , at Atlanta, Georgia, 
under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 196l,that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split In U. S. Klans, 

Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, 
the split resulted from a leadership dispute and United Klans 
has the Bame aims and objectives as the parent group. These 
are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and segrega¬ 
tion of the races. 

The first source and second source advised in 
July, 1961 , that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established head¬ 
quarters in Suite 401, the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 

Alabama. The organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial 
Wizard, and Is the dominant Klan group in the South with units 
in several Southern states. 

On August 14, 1963 , the second source advised 
that the organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be known in the 
future as United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan. The second source said the name was changed 
by a resolution adopted at the National Klonvocation held 
July 8, 196l, v at Indian Springs, Georgia. 

Second source advised that at a meeting at Prattville, 
‘Alabama, on October 22, 1961 , a majority of the Klaverns of 
the U. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.

formerly known aa Protective Legion of Registered 
Americans, also known as Christian Voters and

A source advised In March, 1962, that HERBERT 
WALLACE BUTTERWORTH, Public Relations Director, United 
IQans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (United 
Klans), explained to a group of officials of United Klans at a 
meeting on March 1, 1962, that a new organization was to 
be set up. BUTTERWORTH explained that the organization would 
be a front organization of the United Klans and its purpose 
would be to sponsor and organize a series of segregationist 
events in Atlanta, Georgia, in July, 1962, during the week 
scheduled for the annual national convention of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People. 


Records of the Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia, reflect a charter was granted on April 10, 1962 . to 
the Defensive Legion of Registered Americans, Inc. (DLRAj 
as a non-profit group, whose purpose is to "uphold the 
American economic system of free enterprise; to oppose 
Communism, Marxism, Mongrelism, and Hihilism in all their 
many forms; to uphold the sovereignty of the fifty states of 
our Union in their respective spheres; to help in the election 
of public officials, who believe in the principle of abiding 

S trictly by the Constitution of the United States, and the 
onstltutions of the Fifty States of the United States; to 
educate the people of the United States as to the wisdom 
and righteousness of the traditional way of life our fore¬ 
fathers established; to force adherence to the states rights 
of each sovereign state in the Union of the United States. 

On April 18, 1962, the first source advised that 
JAMES R, VENABLE, Legal Counsel for United Klans, was president 
of the DLRA and HERBERT WALLACE BUTTERWORTH was secretary. The 
source stated that an office had been set up in the Walter R. 
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Brown Building, Pryor and Hunter Streets, Atlanta, 

Georgia, and a mailing address obtained at P. 0 . Box 58, 
Decatur, Georgia. 

A third source advised in September, 1962, that 
the Christian Voters and Buyers League had been established 
as a group within DLRA to distribute anti-Jewish and anti-Negro 
phonograph records and literature. 

The first souroe advised in February, 1963, that 
DLRA continues to distribute antl-Jewlsh and anti-Negro 
phonograph records featuring the voice of HERBERT WALLACE 
BUTTERWORTH, who is a former radio announcer.

On November* 26, 1957* a source advised that the 
i United White Party (UVJP) was organized at a convention held 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957- An article 
in November 26, 1957 issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the 
i recent formation of a new political party to be known as the 
I United White Party." According to the article, the party 

was formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, 
at which many lclansmen were represented. The UVJP was reported 
as being opposed to all "race mixing organizations and indi¬ 
viduals." 

The July, 1953-issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party," reported that rank and file 
"States-Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party," with national offices 
at Post Office Box 26l, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of klan-type organizations and 
✓ notorious anti-Semites. 

Issue Number 19, dated June, i 960 , "The Thunderbolt," 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had 
been changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 
783 , Birmingham, Alabama. 

On June 17, i 960 , a source advised that Edward R. 
Fields, the Information Director of the NSRP, is the indi¬ 
vidual who "runs the NSRP."

A source, who has provided reliable information in 
the past, furnished to a Special Agent of the FBI information 
concerning a lecture made by Reverend William P. Gale before 
a meeting sponsored by the Americans for the Preservation of 
the White Race (APWR) at Brandon, Rankin County, Mississippi, 
on the night of November 27, 1968. 

A characterization of the APWR is included in the 
appendix of this document. 

Source furnished a handbill which he said was distributed 
on a selective basis advertising the lecture. This handbill 
reflected that Gale is a former Colonel on General Douglas 
MaArthur's staff in the Philippines and is presently pastor 
of the Miristry of Christ Church of Glendale, California. The 
handbill reflects that Gale organized and directed guerrilla 
forces in the Philippines during World War II and he is presently 
an expert on constitutional law and has sixteen years of 
theological and graduate studies at Yale University. 

Source stated that the lecture of Gale was very 
anti-Semitic in nature. He said Gale had three Bibles; Protestant, 
Jewish and Catholic and quoted from each of them during the 
lecture.

he showed the Jews are backing Communism. He said the Protestants 
claim the Jews are God's chosen people but he read passages 
from all three Bibles showing they are not the chosen people. 

After the lecture, the audience was allowed to 
ask questions and one person asked about the Government sending 
men to the polling places. Gale said this was unbelievable and 
that they do not have such things in California, though California 
is actually more segregated than Mississippi. 

Gale said, according to the source, that things he 
has heard since he has been in Mississippi that the FBI has 
done he finds almost unbelievable. He said the people do not 
have to put up with such things and that in California they 
do not put up with such treatment. Gale said the Sheriff is 
the high officer and if he is on "our side", they can get him 
to arrest the Agents and take them before a Commissioner. One 
person present said that the reason there were not more people 
in attendance at the lecture was because they were afraid to 
be identified with the APWR because the FBI would learn their 
identities and interview them. 

Source stated that Gale said he just could not believe 
that "you people" are not any better organized than they 
apparently are. He said if they were organized they would not 
have to put up with these unbelievable things he has been told 
about. Gale said the Bible is the law. He said that in his 
church he has a Deputy Sheriff, and that nobody is going to 
bother him.

Regarding subject Gale, Bureau files reflect that a 
William Potter Gale, also known as Reverend Gale, has in the past 
been the subject of a number of investigations, soma of which the 
Mobile Office is aware of. Case captioned ••William Potter Gale, 
Racial Matters - White Hate Groups, 00: Los Angele^" was closed on 
3/5/69 by the Los Angeles Division through the submission of a 
letter dated 3/5/69 enclosing an LHM. The cover pages indicated 
that Gale was neither on the Security Index nor Agitator Index; and 
baaed on the investigation conducted at that tlma, he did not warrant 
inclusion on either. Gale was at that time included on the list of 
potential bombing suspects in the Los Angeles Division and had 
previously been Interviewed by Bureau Agents. This Gale has a long 
history of white hate activities and was formerly an Army officer. 

He has been associated with a group known as the "Christian Defense 
League." Mobile should establish whether or not William Potter Gale 
la identical with subject William Porter Cele.

The "Identity" newspaper, Volume 6, Number 5, dated 
September, 1972, contains an article on Pages 2 and 3, on'"The 
Posse Comitatus". This article points out that the county 
sheriff is the only legal law enforcement officer in these United 
States of America, and that the sheriff can mobilize all men 
between the ages of 18 and 45, who are not in the Federal 
military service. Others can volunteer and this body of 
citizens is the sheriff's posse. All of them serve when called 
by the Sheriff. The title of this body is "Posse Comitatus". 

It is not the choice of the sheriff as to whether or not the 
posse is organized or brought into being, but it is his 
choice as to whether or not he wishes to use it. The article 
also sets forth that the county sheriffs must be advised of 
instances where unlawful acts of officials or agencies of the 
government are committed with respect to education and the 
schools, and that it is the duty of the sheriff to protect the 
local citizens from such unlawful acts. Once the sheriff has 
been advised and refuses to perform his lawful duty in respect 
to the matter, the Posse Comitatus has the lawful right, 
under natural law, to act in the name of the sheriff to protect 
local jurisdiction. The article also notes that the Second 
Amendment to the Constitution refers to the right of the people, 
to keep and bear arms aDd continues that therefore the local 
Posse Comitatus has the right to bear arms in the execution of 
the law, any act of any legislature, or directives by the 
judiciary or executive, notwithstanding. Arrests may be made 
and the criminal remanded to the custody of the county sheriff 
to ^ trial by a citizens' jury impanelled by the sheriff.

The County Sheriff 
is the ONLY LEGAL LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICER IN 
THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA* The Sheriff can 
mobilize all men between the ages of 18 and 45 who 
are in good health and not in the Federal military 
service. Others can VOLUNTEER, women included. 

This body of citizens Is the SHERIFF'S POSSE. All 
of them serve when called by the Sheriff. The title 
of this body is POSSE COMITATUS. The Sheriff's 
v Posse is the entire body of these inhabitants, who 

may be summoned by the Sheriff to assist him in pre¬ 
serving the public peace or in executing any lawful 
precept that is opposed. To clarify the matter for 
better understanding, some might say, "What if the 
„ local Sheriff does not wish a Posse?" The answer 

to that is simple. It Is not his choice as to whether 
or not the Posse is organized and exists.

On or about 3/28/60, GALE was reported to hare 
been organizing the California Rangers in the Los Angeles 
area, to develop 20,000 fully owned and trained men who could 
be put into the streets or Los Angeles within six hours after 
an emergency. He was a moving factor in the Christian Knights 
of the Invisible Empire, Lancaster, California in 1963, This 
organization was disbanded and GALE tried to organize a group 
known as Army of White American Kingdom Evangelists (AWAKE) but 
later abandoned this group. 

GALE is Pastor of Ministry of Christ Church (MCC), 

244 North Maryland Avenue, Glendale, California. MCC is 
described as being a cover for an "undeiground army" which 
participates in para-military exercises.

A source, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised regarding a speech made by William 
Potter Gale, Minister of the Ministry of Christ Church (MCC), 
also known as Identity Group, a characterization of which 
is contained in the appendix hereto. 

This source advised that this speech was at a 
MCC meeting on July 28, 1974. Portions of Gale's speech 
are set out below:

"....and then the FBI's investigating this 
church for what they say is internal security. 

. They just invest-visited a member of this 

church last week. And they told him that tneir 
^purpose was internal security. .They asked him 
if he was associated with Identity. And he said, 
what do you mean. Identity? Or they said t;e 
Ministry of Christ Church. They named th; church. 
Good. This church. And they said that their 
reason for questioning him was involving internal 
security. I asked the FBI, internal security 
for who? The communists. Because this church, 
is the most active anti-communist movement in 
the United States of America. And we're rvoiui 
of that. Now what has happened to this .government.

They say well a religious bhdy should not participat e 
\ in politics. I agree with that. We don’t...._ 

But government is the business of the church. 

That's the gospel JESUS told his disciples to 
preach. The gospel of the kingdom, the Christian 
government. And our ancestors founded in this 
United States of America a Christian Government." 

"There is one God. Oh Isreal, thy Ood 
is one God. Now when I say Isreal, I don't mean 
Jews. This is probably why the church is being 
investigated. Because we expose the enemies of 
JESUS CHRIST who have successfully destroyed this 
Christian government. This republic of the 
United States." 

"....and in those ten amendments, in the 
first amendment. Congress shall pass no law 
respecting the establishment of religion or 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof. What 
do you mean free? Uncontrolled. Why does that 
have anything to do with what's happening today? 
Because right here this church is suffering per¬ 
secution and harassment from an agency of govern¬ 
ment. So-called Justice Department or FBI. Or 
ADL for all I know. Who say they're FBI. Why? 

The first amendment in the Bill of Rights pro¬ 
hibits that. Congress can pass no law, no law 
means no law. No act of any legislature can 
8ffect or say anything about the freedom of this 
church or the freedom of me from this pulpit. 

And out ancestors proved it by telling the King 
of England, JOHN, when he signed Magna Carta 
that if he were to attempt it, he'd better be 
prepared to shed his blood, and I'm telling this 
same thing to these same damn fools who are J 

harassing this church. Be prepared to shed your ] 
blood if you attempt to interfere with the 
freedom of this church....You FBI Agents are

doing us a favor because there are a lot of 
people who are not here today because they're 
afraid of phoney FBI Agents who come around 
and harass them and tell them not to come to 
this church. Good. You're getting rid of 
the chickens for ns.

Because anybody who's afraid to 
come to this church because of that doesn't 
have sense enough to be a part of this church 
and this movement because we do mean business." 

"....So the Supreme Court tells you and 
now the subordinate or inferior courts are 
telling you that their decisions are the law. 

That is a lie....And as these district attorneys, 
lawyers. United States Attorney, lawyers, setting 
up grand juries and there have been (unin.) 
times when they have gone around in Michigan for 
Instance, they-didn 1 1 "have a grand jury indictment 
on some of the people that they were calling in 
because this Jew Judge was afraid of the posses 
and the formation of posses which is lawful by 
the citizens of the United States and he was 
harassing members of our church in Michigan 
asking them to come in and ordering them in to, 
for their handwriting because somebody had sent 
a card to this Jew judge advising him of the 
law of posse comitatus and that the law pro¬ 
vided for rebels to be hung by the neck es¬ 
pecially officials of government who violated 
the law.

Isreal of course who are 
the Christians of the day or the white race or 
Caucasians. There are found wicked men. They 
lay wait as he that sets snares.

Using 
phoney subpoenas to bring people in before 
black juries and get 'urn convicted doesn't 
it? Sounds like the Internal Revenue Service 
coming around and telling you they're law enforce¬ 
ment officers.

by the Judicial department. So here, some, 
uh, an employee of the executive department 
of government, which violated all the separations 
of powers comes in and he says he is now a judge, 
and he's taking judicial powers. And even 
issuing their own summonses from the Internal 
Revenue Service, which is only authorized by 
the judicial department of government for, under 
your republican form of government. See there, 
(unintel.), that's deceit." 

"Well, a wonderful and ; a horrible thing is 
committed in the land. You know what the wonder¬ 
ful thing is? This church and truth. Telling 
the people the truth....*. Now we know we're 

hurting the enemies of govern-our government 

and our country because they're sending their 
. Agents around to harass people under the in¬ 
structions of who? Jews in the Justice Depart- 
Tuent... .and don' t tell/me ^who' s .constitutionally 
responsible for the defense of this country, 
because I am. The military is. By the Constitution, 
the military's responsible for the defense and 
the security of the United States of America, 
whether it's here or away from here on foreign 
shores.

I know down in Mobile one tine I was down 
there and I had to go in to see a judge in 
support of one of our good people and a, 
he showed me a memorandum put out by the Ministry 
of Christ Church with a post office box and I 
was amazed at it.

I'll name him 'cause 
we've got some Wisconsin people on the tapes 
right now who ought to hear about him because 
he left Chicago when our group would not permit 
him to enter and for good reasons. He was 
selling bishops' robes and ordination certificates 
to people which wc don't approve of or do. He 
was doing a lot of things that this church would 
never do and are not in accordance with our 
policy. And I don't know either how much he 
preached about racial segregation but he moved 
to Wisconsin and we found an ad from Wisconsin, 
church. And what do you think the name of the 
church was? Ministry of Christ Church. Bishop 
KOOKSHAIIK (phonetic). C-R-U-I-K-S-H-A-N-K. 
CRUIKSHANK. I wrote him a letter advising that 
the Ministry of Christ Church was incorporated 
in the State of California and that his use of 
the name was unlawful. And I sent a copy of it 
even to the Department of State of the State of 
Wisconsin. They sent it back. I should have sent 
it to the district attorney (unintelligible). 
Alright, but I didn't want him. I sent it return 
receipt registered and (Unin.) silly letter back 
that he said, oh, uh, uh, I thought you were 
Identity. You don't have to send a registered 
paid-up money to get me to sign for anything 
and all this nonsense. He's smart. He thinks 
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that he's trying to play dumb. Well I have news 
for Mr. CRUIKSHANK. We told/him not to use the 
name of our church anymore and we will not take 
him to court, we'll send some men up to Wisconsin 
and settle it out of court with him. 'Cause we 
don't believe in these courts when it comes to 
settling these issues....We're going to protect 
the name of this church. I will and I know you 
will. So, we are illegally constituted. We 
have a determination letter from the Internal 
Revenue Service in the Treasury Department that 
all congregations of this church are tax exempt. 

We have it from the State of California. And 
we are free as a church. I don't care what the 
FBI says. The FBI isn't the one to determine who 
a church is. There's not even a Supreme Court in 
. the United States can do that. What do they think 
they can do about it?" 

"Have you had any days of peace since this 
Jew United Nations or United Nations was put into 

your land? You've been at war somewhere every- 

somewhere there's been a war, they call it a war, 
combat. You haven't had peace. For nation will 
rise against nation and kingdom against kingdom." 

"You're not hearing the word of God and the 
truth in your churches. They're telling you the 
nigger's your brother. Mix up and do all that 
and that's a dirty lie. God said the opposite in 
the Bible." 

V- "You know what you're gonna do when you 

s find out these Jews are SATAN'S kids? And you're 

God's people? They're not God's.chosen people, 
that you Christians are? You know what you're 
gonna do? I told you this Bible's (unintelligible) 
that the Bible told you the wrath is gonna rise in 
* your countenance, your face is gonna get red with 

anger and there won't be a (unintel.) left in the 
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house of God. You'll cleanse your wrath and 
you'll cleanse it with bloods Now the Revelations 
tells you that, uh, CHRIST'S Kingdom is (unin.)

The Bible has done it for ages. I'll tell you 
who doesn't like that violence though. The ones 
who are worried about it. You know that any 
official of government is obeying his own (unin.). 

Any law enforcement officer is doing his job he's 
got no (unintel.)....Well then they must be guilty 
of something. Because if they're not, they wouldn't 
worry about a posse. They wouldn't worry about 
the citizens being upset about violations of the 
Constitution and citizens' constitutional rights. 

They wouldn't worry about taxes (unin.) movements 
or anything like that if they were obeying the 
Constitution themselves. So they're deceitful 
(unintel.)." 

"Well I'm all forvar, for God's battle-axe. 

I'll fight for my country right or wrong. It's 
my country. But Congress must declare war 
and tell me and all the military forces and 
leaders who the enemy is and put all the force 
and might of this great republic behind the military 
to win and win now. Not a no-win deal with a 
bunch of Jews in Congress sitting in the United 
Nations knowing the plans of your military commanders 
beforehand as they did in Vietnam and Korea. And 
General MAC ARTHUR said how can you win a war when 
you get your orders from the enemy. By what 
authority does your Congress allow that United 
Nations to sit there in this land in the first 
place. God told ybu to kick 'urn out, destroy 'urn. 

And they won't allow the name of CHRIST to be 
mentioned there. Alright, these are charges. 

These are charges made by Almighty God against 
your government officials right here in this book. 

He says they put no difference between the holy 
and the profane. Neither have they showed difference 
between the unclean and the clean. That includes 
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people. When they want yourchildren to mix 
with the beasts in schools. Putting your Bible 
out of the schools." 

"All this socialist communist gospel of your 
churches is not the word of God." 

"That's this government, the United States 
of America. Her princes or rulers within her 
are roaring lions, her judges, they're evening 
wolves." 

"We're of God. JESUS said that the Jews, 
they weren't of God. He who is of God hears me 
....You don't hear me you Jews because you're 
not of God. Your father's the devil, he said." 

"Look to your identity as the children of 
God and then you might start acting like sons 
and daughters of God and do.his work. He says 
you'll tread down the wicked for they will be 
ashes under the soles of your feet. Does this 
sound like defeat for Christian America? It 
doesn't to me. It sounds like 'victory What's 
’ Iheilaw of MOSES? That's the Christian Anglo- 
Saxon law of the book. Have we forgotten it? 
We're allowing our officials of government to 
Judaize America." 

\ "....I think I'm proud to be a part of 

ELIJAH'S ministry because that means that 
CHRIST is gonna come soon because we're gonna 
occupy, and occupy means to defeat 'the enemy. 

We didn't occupy Japan till we defeated the 
enemy."

"There is no paid employee in this 
Ministry of Christ Church. I do not preach 
for hire. Never have and never will accept any 
money for them. We spend our own money and 
add to it by, uh, ourselves. All anybody's 
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done was spread this message across the land.... 
And we know the job is being^done because the 
tape messagesare spreading so fast it is too 
difficult to even handle that or the mail. All- 
over this land. Oh Wisconsin, as I Just told 
you, Arkansas, Michigan, Missouri, New York, 
all over this land, these tapes are spreading 
so fast that we're (unintel.). And we're going 
into another project that's gonna take a little 
more money which you're gonna have an example of 
right after the services today. After the 
services, we're gonna have right here and I want 
you all to stand around because the screen isn't 
too big. Our television screen a video tape 
in sound of a seminar, the last seminar at 
Manassa Ranch.

We plan to video tape them, put them on film 
with sound and send them out across the country 
just like our electronic tapes are going today." 

"We're not gonna spend Christian money 
to go over to Asia to save a lot of Asiatic 
orphans when there's a white child in this 
land who needs this truth. So, JESUS said 
go out (unin.) lost sheep of the house of Isreal 
and that's the Caucasian or the white race and 
the Anglo-Saxon (unin.) peoples of today. Gen¬ 
erations lost. We are the Isreal of the Bible and 
I'm not gonna preach to anybody else. Oh we 
hope the blacks can have their churches. They 
can clap their hands and make all that noise 
and get all that so-called spirit up. That's 
not spirit at all, that's just emotion....

They, don't have to spend their's seeing this 
message.

"But JESUS said of the Jews, they hated 
me and they hate you.

He said (unin.) rise to the dead they 
won't believe. He didn't say to convert them. 

"Remember, we're going to take a little 
trip. We never announce these trips, but we 
will be taking a trip. When we do. Reverend 
PARRIITO needs your support. I think he’s a 
terrific preacher." 

"And don't worry about people leaving this 
church and this Identity movement across this 
country. We don’t worry about it when they leave 
at all. We just say, rotsa ruck. Goodbye, 
you were the chickens. But we don't want chickens 
in this outfit.

The leader of the Identity Group is William Potter Gale 
who espouses hatred for Jews and Negroes and advocates assassination 
of FBI Agents and Internal Revenue Service agents as well as the 
hanging of certain judges. 

"Identity,” a quarterly published by this group, sets 
forth that the U. S. Christian Posse Association was being formed 
v.ndci the Ministry of Christ Church to assist and provide the neces¬ 
sary direction towards the formation of a Christian posse in every 
county in the U. S. "Identity" states that the body of citizens 
constituting the sheriff's posse was titled Posse Comitatus.

The following references on William Potter Gale pertain to 
his activities in connection with the desegregation of the University 
of Mississippi (UM) from approximately 9/30/62 to 12/27/62 in 
California, Miss issipp i and Te xas. Gale, retired Army Colonel, with 
Army medical history of psychoneurosis, resident of California and 
messenger of hate against Negroes and Jews, organized minutemen for 
travel to Mississippi in support of Mississippi Governor Ross Barnett 
in connection with the desegregation of the UM.

The following references on William Potter Gale pertain to 
his activities in connection with the "Christian Knights of the Invisible 
Empire (CKIE), AKA Ku Klux Klan (KKK)" and related organizations from 
approximately 10/19/63 to 2/26/64 in California. The CKIE was formed 
in California with Gale as the leader and Wesley Albert Swift MCC, 
second in rank.and the real power in CKIE. The objectives of the 
organization were to preserve the Constitution of the US and the 
white race, and to fight communism. Members of the CKIE were suspected 
of acts of violence and were questioned by the Los Angeles Sheriff's 
Office (LASO). Gale appeared at the LASO in defense of this organization 
and denied the charges. Gale and Swift had a struggle for power over 
who would control the CKIE and this organization was disbanded. Gale 
tried to organize a group known as Army of White American Kingdom 
Evangelists but he abandonded this group. Swift assumed leadership 
of the Christian Defense League (CDL). His goals were to protect his 
Church of Jesus Christ, Christian, and Gale became associated with 
Swift in CDL and organization of non-violent objectives. They expressed 
• the same view that they were no longer interested in any type of violence 
and more could be accomplished through CDL in defending white 
Christianity. Gale was a suspect in the Baptist Church bombing in 
Birmingham, Ala. and reportedly worked closely with individuals in 
a plot to kill NAACP leader Martin Luther King/Jr. who threatened to 
visit Alabama to integrate and to put on demonstrations.

On 7/16/68 William Potter Gale, suspect, was interviewed at 
Saugus, Calif, in connection with the Bombing of Selective Service 
Board, North Hollywood, Calif. 6/4/68 (25»574428). Gale stated his 
first knowledge of the bombing of this Draft Board was this date when 
advised of same by interviewing agents. Gale continued that he was 
opposed to the draft procedures in the US. He stated that he departed 
California en route to Flor ida 6/24/68 and returned to his home 7/9/68.

The following information set forth to justify 
the closing of this case by the Los Angeles Office: 

WILLIAM POTTER GALE, a white male born on 
11/20/16, in St. Paul, Minnesota, is Pastor of 
Identity Group, also known as Ministry of Christ Church 
(MCC). GALE resides at 17-4$ Stillnore Street, Saugus, 
California. Ke is a retired Lieutenant Colonel jf the 
U. S. Army. 

GALE has been active in the right wing extremist 
field for many years. He was a moving fact ,r In the 
Christian Knights of the Invisible Empire, Lancaster, 
California In 1963 . In 1954, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 
Commander of the Nazi party, stated that GALE was one 
of a group of former military officers who would seize 
the U. S. government by force and violence.

GALE has FBI number 301 770 L 7, and as of 7/23/75, 
had no record of any arrests with the FBI Identification 
Division. \ 

GALE has expressed hatred for Jews and Kegros. 

He has advocated killing FBI and IRS agents. He has made 
threats against government officials, and has said he would 
like tc hang certain Judges. He has not, however, been 
translating this talk into specific acts of violence. 

While his rhetoric has at times been inflarnatory, he has 
not apeeared to represent a current threat to the nation*s 
Internal security. 

In view of the absence of violence in which subject 
has engaged, this case is being closed.
